I  was  offered  yesterday  a  plaster  cast  of  Lin- 
coln with  original  gilt  finish  and  in  its  original  frame 
oval  in  shape  and  gilt  finish  with  curved  glass  front  and 
dull  red  back-ground.        It  is  a  different  subject  than 
I  had  seen,  not  at  all  like  the  iron  ones  which  are  com- 
monly seen,       I  think  that  I  can  still  secure  it  and  can 
sell  it  at  eighteen  dollars.     The  frame  is  the  regular 
type  "Victorian"  plaster  frame  with  the  gilt  finish  but 
it  is  a  larger  size  than  those  usually  seen.     If  I  remem- 
ber correctly  I  believe  Lincoln  has  on  the  jacket  of  a 
soldier*s  uniform.

Cathedral  Superintendent 
Arranges  Lincoln  March 


p.  J.  WIRES. 


An  unusual  piece  of  music  has 
been  arranged  by  P.  J.  Wires,  build- 
ing superintendent  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  Cathedral.  It  ia  "Lincoln's 
Funeral  March."  The  father  of  Mr. 
Wires  was  an  accomplished  musician 
who  began  teaching  his  son  the 
organ  at  an  early  age.  Young  Wires 
memorized  the  funeral  march  at  the 
age  of  15.  The  original  music  was 
lost  and  painstaking  inquiry  of  music 
publishing  houses  and  libraries 
throughout  the  country  failed  to  dis- 
I  close  a  copy. 

Mr.  Wires  is  accustomed  to  play 
the  march  on  the  organ  for  visitors 
making  a  tour  of  the  Rite  Cathedral. 
So  many  comments  were  received  on 
this  unfamiliar  melody  that  he  has 
rewritten  it.  He  is  unacquainted  with 
the  origin  of  the  composition,  inter- 
preting in  stately  measure  the  death 
of  the  Civil  War  President,  although 
it  presumably  was  composed  shortly 
after  the  event. 

Mr.  Wires  was  a  mechanical  engi- 
neer before  assuming  his  duties  at 
the  Rite.  In  addition  to  the  organ, 
he  plays  the  violin.  He  believes  that 
the  funeral  march  should  be  a  part 
of  the  music  library  of  high  school 
bands  in  the  state  where  Lincoln 
spent  his  boyhood  days.

BRIEF  SKETCH  OF  THE  LIFE  OF  P.  J.  WIRES 


The  picture  on  the  opposite  page  shows  Mr.  Wires  ; 
at  the  console  of  the  pipe  organ  in  the  Scottish  Rite  i 
Auditorium — the  only  mechanical  engineer,  to  his  1 
knowledge,  to  perform  on  the  pipe  organ. 

He  was  raised  on  a  farm  five  miles  south  of  Cam-  j 
bridge,  Ohio,  and  after  passing  the  sixth  grade  in  j 
the  country  schools,  moved  to  Cambridge  to  finish  i 
his  education.  His  father  not  being  financially  able  i 
to  give  him  a  technical  education,  they  moved  back  i 
on  the  farm.  He  then  worked  in  the  coal  mines,  ■ 
operating  a  high  duty  steam  pump,  in  order  to  ob-  i- 
tain  funds  to  finish  his  technical  education. 

His  father  being  an  expert  musician,  started  i 
teaching  him  the  organ  when  ten  years  of  age  and  << 
the  violin  at  twelve.  At  the  age  of  fifteen  he  memo-  ■ 
rized  LINCOLN'S  FUNERAL  MARCH  and  the  i 
original  music  was  later  destroyed.  However,  Mr.  i 
Wires  was  able  to  carry  and  play  this  melody  by  i 
ear  for  thirty-five  years.  He  has  been  playing  it  I 
for  the  last  five  years  on  the  Scottish  Rite  organ  i 
and  has  had  many  requests  for  a  copy.  It  being  off  <\ 
the  market  for  so  many  years,  it  has  been  necessary 
for  him  to  rewrite  it  and  have  it  published.  He  has  : 
done  this  for  the  music  lovers  of  this  generation  n 
and  every  man,  woman  and  child  who  is  interested  i 
in  music  should  have  a  copy  for  their  library. 

Mr.  Wires  plays  the  Scottish  Rite  organ  every  | 
Saturday  afternoon  at  3 : 00  P.  M.  at  the  time  guests  i| 
are  making  tour  of  the  building.  His  fifteen-minute 
program  is  the  interpretation  by  music  of  President 
Lincoln's  PoUtical  Life  and  Death.
